Committee. 
The committee, headed by 
James M. Fletcher, met at the 
county courthouse last night 
and approved the idea of a pub­ 
lic recreation area on the east­ 
ern coast of Tiburon peninsula.

Station, Coast 
Guard Urged 


Addition Of Bodega 


Facility Asked 


At S.F. Hearing 


Retention of the Coast Guard 
lifeboat station at Pt. Reyes 
and establishment of a new 
station at Bodega Bay in So­ 
noma County was advocated by 
Marin and Sonoma witnesses 
yesterday at a four-hour Coast 
Guard hearing in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Claiming a decrease in emer­ 
gency calls in the Pt. Reyes 
area, the Coast Guard has pro­ 
posed closing the station there 
and transferring its men to 
other facilities on the Califor­ 
nia coast. 
Witnesses 
at 
yesterday’s 
hearing urged that more, not 
fewer, 
lifeboat 
stations 
are 
needed on the rugged coast 
north of the Golden Gate. 


COAST GUARD BOARD 
They testified before a Coast 
Guard board headed by Rear 
Adm. Ira E. Eskridge, chief 
of operations in Washington, 
D. C. 
Eskridge, who will submit 
the 
board’s 
recommendation 
to Vice Adm. Alfred C. Rich­ 
mond, Coast Guard command­ 
ant, said the Guard simply 
does not have the money to 
put up new stations. 
Sole purpose of the hearing 
was to consider possible aban­ 
donment of the Marin County 
station, but many witnesses 
from Sonoma County urged es­ 
tablishment of one at Bodega 
Bay. 
No Marin or Sonoma 
witnesses favored eliminating 
the present station, although 
each favored a station in his 
area. 


SUGGESTS SHIFT 
Capt. A. S. Oko of Inver­ 
ness suggested that half the 
men and boats now at the Pt. 
Reyes facility be shifted to 
Bodega Bay. He said a Bodega 
facilility would provide better 
Coast Guard coverage of To- 
males Bay, only three miles 
to the south. 
Oko, who represented the 
Marin Coast Chamber of Com­ 
merce and the Pacific Inter- 
Club Yacht Assn., described 
north coastal waters as “ex­ 
tremely dangerous.” 
He said 
the Pt. Reyes lifeboat station 
should

refuge harbors are developed 
in West Marin. 
Albert (Dutch) Glotz, who

tax load of only $100 a year.

The census report covered 
the most comprehensive study 


of state and

revenues,

and debt for the 1957 fiscal 
year were supplied by

than 100.000 government units 
below the federal level. 


The report said state and 
local revenues totaled $45.900, 
000.000 in fiscal 
1957, while 
spending was $47,600.000,000. 
Both income and outgo were 
up more than four billion dol­ 
lars from fiscal 1956. 


Debts of state and local gov­ 
ernments were $53,200,000.000. 
which also was up about four 
billion dollars.

Antheil 
Dies At 58 
NEW 
YORK 
(UPD—George 
Antheil, 58, noted composer 
who introduced jazz to the 
symphony hall and symphonic 
music to the movies, died last 
night at his home here. 
Anthiel was an 
innovator 
who had composed for opera, 
musical comedy, symphonies, 
films and television and had 
many “firsts” to his credit. 
One of his last works was a 
musical entitled “The Happy 
Journey,” scheduled for Broad­ 
way production next season. 
In 
1922, the Berlin Phil­ 
harmonic gave Antheil’s First 
Symphony its premiere per­ 
formance. The work included 
jazz themes never before used 
in a symphonic work. 
Antheil’s most controversial 
work was “Ballet Mecanique.” 
This shocker was scored for 
xylophones, electric bells, a 
player piano, airplane propel­ 
lers, whistles, rattles, two large 
pieces of tin and sewing ma­ 
chine motors. 
Having achieved international 
attention, Antheil was appoint­ 
ed assistant music director of 
the Berlin State Theater, the 
first American to hold this 
post. 
After his return from Ger­ 
many in 1933, Antheil lived 
in Hollywood where he was 
composer for both Paramount 
and Columbia Studios.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPD— I 
A suburban businessman-pilot 
returned here last night from 
four days of sub-zero cold and 
terror beside his dead wife in 
the cabin of their wrecked air­ 
plane. 


During the ordeal, Lonnie 
Worth set his own broken nose 
while keeping a tragic vigil 
over the body of his wife. 


Worth, 49, a Robbinsdale, 
Minn., nursing home operator, 
told how he shivered through 
25-degree-below-zero cold after 
the plane cracked up Sunday 
on the ice of frozen Leech 
Lake, 85 miles below the Cana­ 
dian border. 


Worth’s wife, 49, died hours 
later of injuries suffered in the 
crash.

SACRAMENTO W — Califor­ 
nia’s controls over atomic ra­ 
diation 
are 
“grossly

quate.” an Assembly commit­ 
tee reported yesterday. 


It proposed immediate legis­ 
lation to set up a statewide pro­ 
gram to register, monitor and 
inspect all atomic installations. 
The program would be head­ 
ed by a full-time coordinator 
in the governor’s office, assist­ 
ed by a coordinating committee 
and an advisory council. 


The report by the Assembly 
Subcommittee on Air Pollution 
and Radiation Protection, head­ 
ed by Seth J. Johnson (R Los 
Angeles), was the result of a 
two-year study. 


The committee heard expert 
witnesses warn that radiation 
hazards must be controlled be­ 
fore harmful effects are appar 
ent, else it will be too late. 


“The risks are not yet fully 
known,” the committee said. 


“All 
radiation 
is 
harmful 
from a genetic point of view 
It is not known whether or not 
there is a safe or threshold 
level below which radiation is 
not harmful from a somatic 
health point of view. 


“In light of this, the state 
program must be directed to­ 
wards protecting the public 
from all unnecessary exposure 
to radiation.” 


The committee noted that 
California already has a large 
share of the nation’s atomic 
installations and that they are 
rapidly increasing. 


It said there are 32 licensed 
reactors in California, more 


than any other state. Atomic 
| energy is used in practically 
every industry, in agricultural 
research, in medicine and in 
power production. 
The committee s a i d this 
atomic development should be 
fostered by the state, but at 
the same time the government 
should protect the people from 
radiation. 


Johnson introduced a resolu­ 
tion calling on the federal gov­ 
ernment to define the state’s 
authority in atomic matters. 
The committee said the major­ 
ity of radiation sources in Cali­ 
fornia are not under jurisdic­ 
tion of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
West Marin Voters Show 
Way For Tam Tax Election 


Are we unwittingly turning our backs 
on a great American ideal? 
Probably not; but it is barely possible 
that we are. And this possibility is what 
concerns us. 
A firmly established American ideal 
is that we should try to provide univer­ 
sal public education for our youth, in­ 
suring that they will be equipped to 
carry on our form of representative self- 
government. 
We know that the success of our self- 
government depends more than any­ 
thing else on an enlightened citizenry. 
Without an educated citizenry that 
can read, write, reason and understand, 
our freedom of press, freedom of speech 
and freedom of petition are not enough 
to insure success. 
And we know that our public educa­ 
tion system is the very foundation of an 
enlightened system. 
When we neglect to concern ourselves 
with our schools, to inform ourselves 
with factual information, we are in a 
sense turning our backs on the great 
American ideal of providing appropriate 
educational opportunity for all. 
The most fundamentally important 
responsibility that parents have on this 
earth is raising their children. One of 
the most important responsibilities we 


citizens have is to provide adequate edu­ 
cational opportunities for all our youth. 
Most current criticism of our schools 
is based on misunderstanding, errone­ 
ous belief or complete lack of informa­ 
tion. Conversely, people who know the 
most about our schools are their strong­ 
est supporters. 
Nobody we know wants to be among 
the uninformed. It’s quite probable that 
people who are uninformed don’t real­ 
ize it. 
But we sometimes wonder if the bulk 
of opposition to school finance measures 
stems from misunderstanding, errone­ 
ous belief or lack of information. 
Happily, the West Marin School Dis­ 
trict did NOT suffer from any such state 
of affairs this week. Voters there went 
to the pqlls Tuesday to approve both a 
tax rate increase and a subsiantial bond 
issue for school improvement. 
Let us hope the same thing happens 
when Tamalpais High School District 
voters go to the polls next Tuesday. 
Let us hope that our American ideal 
of providing the best possible education 
for all our youth gets a similar express­ 
ion of public support, with a resunding 
YES victory for the Tam tax increase 
proposition.

It has become almost axio­ 
matic to protest about our 
modern age. Yet if I did not 
live in a modern age, I would 
probably be dead now. Three 
miracles of modern medical 
science have given me a pros­ 
pect for recovery from cancer 
which my doctors regard as 
excellent. 
These miracles are (1) early 
detection of the tumor, (2) 
skillful surgery, and (3) the 
twin agents of cobalt radia­ 
tion and chemotherapy, with 
tumors which might spread. 


EVEN BEFORE cancer was 
diagnosed in me, I stood on 
the floor of the United States 
Senate and advocated vastly- 
increased federal support of 
medical "research. Yet I used 
glibly the reference that 40 
million Americans were des­ 
tined to have cancer. I never 
thought I might be among the 
40 million. I always felt that 
this would be somebody else. 
I suppose countless citizens 
feel this way — otherwise we 
would not tolerate spending 
more on chewing gum than on 
cancer research, many times 
more on such things as per­ 
manent waves and cigarettes. 


A L O N G W I T H MY col­ 
leagues, Senator Lister Hill of 
Alabama and Senator Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota, I 
have been proposing an inter­ 
national medical year and a 
pooling of medical discoveries 
made by all nations. 
Cobalt radiation, a vital fac­ 


tor in the successful treat­ 
ment I have undergone, was 
developed by such illustrious 
scientists of Canada as Dr. 
David A. Keyes and Dr. H. F. 
Batho. I am fortunate that no 
unwise import quota kept this 
marvel of their intellects from 
coming to the United States. 
A brush with cancer tends 
to place many things in true 
perspective. 


First, 
one 
becomes 
pro­ 
foundly grateful to all those 
who, through the long history 
of medical research, have con­ 
tributed to the advances thus 
far made in treatment of this 
grim disease. 


Secondly, old antagonisms 
fade away. I no longer can 
transform political disagree­ 
ments into any feelings of per­ 
sonal malice. When one is 
grateful to be alive, it is dif­ 
ficult to dislike a fellow hu­ 
man being. 


IS IT NOT VITAL that we 
devote every effort to extend­ 
ing these discoveries, if pos­ 
sible, into other areas of can­ 
cer where successful treat­ 
ment has not yet been achiev­ 
ed? 


Does it make sense to in­ 
vest in cancer research only 
about one per cent of what we 
spend on research into arma­ 
ments and weapons of war? 
Two out of every three Amer­ 
ican families are in peril of 
affliction from cancer. 


MEDICAL SCIENTISTS in­ 
form me that some people, 
knowing they may have can­ 
cer, still hesitate to seek treat­ 
ment because they fear it is 
inevitably hopeless. 
The American Cancer So­ 
ciety reports that, already, 
about 30 or 35 per cent of can­ 
cer victims are being saved. 
As new findings are attained 
in the field of chemotherapy, 
this percentage undoubtedly 
will be increased — especially 
if people seek immediate med­ 
ical care.

Information Please 
Panel Scheduled 
By Deer Park P-TA 
Written questions from par­ 
ents regarding educational 
theory and practice are re­ 
quested by Bruce McDonald, 
i;he principal of Deer Park 
School, Fairfax, for an “Infor­ 
mation Please” panel to be 
conducted at the school. Deer 
■’ark teachers will act as pan­ 
el members. This program will 
be given Thursday, Feb. 26, 
at 8 p.m., in the school’s multi­ 
use room, but parents are ask­ 
ed to send their questions to 
school now, in order to pre­ 
pare a more informative panel. 
McDonald points out that 
general questions will be most 
useful for this occasion. The 
more specific questions (how 
arithmetic and reading are 
taught in the first grade, for 
instance) are covered in ques­ 
tion and answer sessions with 
individual teachers annually 
during “Back to School Night” 
in Septemb^. 
There is a need to supply in­ 
formation regarding education­ 
al aims and methods on a 
broader scale. Parents might 
want to know how their chil­ 
dren compare with others in 
the U.S. in terms of achieve­ 
ment as related to grade level, 
age and ability. They might 
want an interpretation of the 
Iowa Tests, or other related 
tests, or they might want to 
know what an I.Q. actually 
means. Any questions relating 
to the general philosophy of 
education that in turn reflect 
the method of instruction and 
content of curriculum, will also 
be welcomed. 
In order to give a better 
background for discussion, Mc­ 
Donald will first present graphs 
showing the results of various 
standard achievement tests, as 
well as ability or intelligence 
tests, given to Fairfax children.

getting the divorce and one- 
half or $500 to the cost of get­ 
ting the alimony. Then you 
would be able to deduct the 
$500 attributed to the cost of 
getting alimony. 
Any portion of the attorney’s 
fees which might be properly 
charged to getting child sup­ 
port would not be deductible. 
Any child support received 
should not be included in your 
taxable alimony as it would not 
be income to you. 
If you have used your income 
to furnish more than one-half 
of the support of the child, and, 
of course, the child qualifies 
in all other ways, then you can 
claim the child as your depend­ 
ent. 
If the child support that you 
received is more than one-half 
of the cost of supporting the 
child, then your husband is en­ 
titled to the dependency credit 
for the child, even though you 
may have contributed substan­ 
tially to the cost of supporting 
the child. 
If the child lives with you, 
and you do not furnish more 
than one-half of the child’s sup­ 
port, you still may be accorded 
treatment as the “head of 
household” which would give 
you a tax advantage if your net 
income is over $2,000. 
Alimony, separate mainten­ 
ance, child support and divorce 
are tricky questions. You and 
your spouse should be in agree­ 
ment as to who is going to pay 
the taxes and claim the depend­ 
ency on your tax returns. An 
amicable agreement between 
you can save you both a great 
deal of trouble and misunder­ 
standing later 
If this applies to you, be sure 
to consult your accountant be­ 
fore filing your income tax re 
turn. There is a large tax sav­ 
ing possibility here.

“It is easy to say where No­ 
vato begins, but almost impos­ 
sible to say where it ends.” 
So stated William R. Zion in 
his recently prepared incorpor­ 
ation report, drawn up for the 
Novato Home Rule Study Com­ 
mittee, which now is faced with 
the task of defining specific 
boundary lines for a proposed 
City of Novato. 
Committee chairman Clark 
M. Palmer Jr. said that before 
boundary lines are set, major 
land holders will be consulted. 
TWO POSSIBLE AREAS 
The report suggests two pos­ 
sible areas for the proposed 
City of Novato. 
The larger area takes in 50 
square miles. Its boundary be­ 
gins at the crest of St. Vin 
cent’s Hill, runs northwest to 
Stafford Lake (rimming the 
Pacheco Hill ranches and Loma 
Verde), thence northward along 
the Burdell ridge to Highwav 
101 to a point a mile south of 
the Marin-Sonoma County line, 
thence northeast to the coun­ 
ty line, and 
down 
Petaluma 
Creek to San Pablo Bay. It fol­ 
lows the bay shore to a point 
south of Hamilton Air Force 
Base, then runs back to St. 
Vincent’s Hill. 
The smaller area includes 
only 15 square miles—“still a 
good sized city,” Zion has re­ 
marked. 
Its 
boundary 
line 
starting 
at the 
junction of 
Highways 101 and 37, parallels 
South Novato Bouievard (out­ 
side of all development feeding

Which of the two areas the 
boundary finally includes will 
have a direct bearing on what 
services % City of Novato would 
need to render and what its 
income would be — thus also 
what its tax rate would be. 
Zion maintains that adoption 
of the larger boundary would 
make possible an initial tax 
rate of 21 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 
With the 
smaller area, he estimates the 
initial tax rate at 24 cents. 
BIGGEST CITY 
Within the larger boundary 
reside 22,100 persons, Zion 
estimates. 
T h e 
city 
would 
therefore become the largest 


of the community, whether in­ 
cluded in the boundaries or 
not.” 
If Indian Valley were exclud­ 
ed from the larger study area, 
the boundaries would have to 
be modified to prevent creation 
of an “island.” 
SANITARY DISTRICT 
Z i o n 
h a s recommended, 
apart from the formal report, 
that the boundary line suggest­ 
ed should be modified to in­ 
clude all of the Novato Sani­ 
tary District. If that is done, 
by 
extending 
the 
southern 
boundary line further south­ 
ward beyond Hamilton Field, 
the district could be taken over 
by the city. 
“Many special districts can 
be taken over or left in exis­ 
tence, at the city’s discretion,” 
the report advises. “Schools, 
however, are not changed in 
any way.” Nor would incorp­ 
oration affect the districts for 
mosquito abatement, air pollu­ 
tion, rapid transit and the 
county hospital. 
An attempt should be made 
to take in Raphael Village near 
Hamilton Air Force Base, Zion 
recommends, 
since it would 
require little in the way of 
services and would contribute 
to the city’s revenues. 
“Although this report is bas­ 
ed on the boundaries describ 
ed,” Zion explains,

representative 
only 
on 
the 
county board of supervisors 
but “we know who we have.” 
Jacks and Captain Clarkson 
appeared on yesterday’s KTIM 
radio broadcast of the “Marin 
Sounding 
Board” 
with 
two 
members of the Novato Home 
Rule Study Committee. 
The program will be repeat­ 
ed by tape recording at 12:30 
p.m. Sunday. 
Speaking in favor of Nova­ 
to’s becoming a city were Clark 
Palmer, Novato attorney, and 
Dr. Merton Shelton, a Novato 
physician. 


They backed up their posi­ 
tion with a study prepared 
by William R. Zion of Oak­ 
land, who had estimated that 
a slight lowering of taxes in 
parts of Novato and a small 
rise in other parts would re­ 
sult from incorporation. 


Doctor Shelton listed advan­ 
tages of incorporation as “more 
efficient police coverage, local 
zoning and subdivision con­ 
trol,” enhancement of Novato 
as an airport and state college 
site, planning for parks and 
community recreation center 
with a swimming pool (he said 
they possibly would be donat­ 
ed), establishing bridle paths, 
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Only Borrowed 
and represent at least 25 per 
cent of its population. 
Jacks announced that he and 
Captain 
Clarkson 
or Henry 
Lautrup could supply petitions 
opposed to incorporation. 


and even as a protection to In­ 
dian Valley and West Novato 
residents who want their areas 
to remain rural, because they 
would have more direct con-1 
tact with Novato cjty council- 
men than with a county board 
of supervisors. 


Captain Clarkson replied that 
Novato was getting “round-the- 
clock 
protection” 
from 
the 
sheriff’s office. As for improv­ 
ing roads, he declared the coun­ 
ty had agreed to spend $75.000 
on Center road but the affect­ 
ed property owners refused to 
form an assessment district to 
foot the rest of the bill. 


Captain Clarkson 
said 
he 
couldn’t see any reason that 
Novato would be more desira 
ble 
when 
incorporated as a 
state college site or for indus- 
try. He noted that College of 
Marin (a junior college) was lo­ 
cated in unincorporated Kent- 
! field. 


“Industry will go any place 
where they can make mon­ 
ey,” he said.

A part of her skull will be 
plastic, but little Maria Elena 
Gonzates will dance again. 
It was on the way home from 
dancing school that the acci­ 
dent happened that changed— 
and almost ended—Maria’s life. 


On the afternoon of Jan. 26, 
Maria was riding home to Ni­ 
casio from a dancing class in 
Point Reyes Station, with Lisa 
Tomasini, 
5. 
and 
Janis 
La 
Franchi. 5. Driving the girls in 
her station 
wagon 
was Mrs. 
Heloise Marie Tomasini, Lisa’s 
mother. 


About two miles east of 
Shoreline highway, they met 
a truck loaded with hay. The 
truck pulled out to let the 
car pass. As it did so, the 
four-ton load of baled hay on 
the truck shifted. Forty bales 
came tumbling down, part of 
them landing squarely on the 
station wagon. 


Mrs. Tomasini was seriously 
injured. Lisa and Janis escaped 
without major hurt. 
But 4- 
year-old 
Maria 
suffered the 
worst of all. 


Her skull was fractured, and 
a piece of it torn away leaving 
the brain exposed. Her upper 
jaw was fractured. And she 
was severely cut and bruised. 
For five and one-half hours 
that night, she lay under anes­ 
thesia in Marin General Hospi­ 
tal. Her head was shaved. Bits 


of hay and debris had to be 
picked from the open wound 
before surgery could begin. 
Crushed bits of bone were 
carefully 
removed 
from the 
open fracture. The edges of 
the broken 
skull 
then were 
smoothed much as one would 
smooth a broken fingernail. 
The ragged edges of the mem­ 
brane covering the brain were 
trimmed. 


Then came the most im­ 
portant and dangerous part 
of the operation. A blood clot 
had 
formed 
deep 
in the 
brain. It had to be removed, 
or it could snuff 
out 
the 
young life. 


While all this was being done, 
and Maria’s fractured jaw set 
and her many wounds dressed, 
she received one and one-half 
pints of blood by transfusion. 
It was touch - and - go for 
awhile for Maria. But gradually 
she recovered. Physical thera­ 
py helped restore her muscle 
functions 
and 
coordination 
Her side, partially paralyzed, 
was 
gradually restored 
to 
where it has only traces of par­ 
alysis. 


After 13 days in the hospital, 
she was released 
to 
return 
home. 
She must return fre­ 
quently for electroencepholo­ 
graph tests—measurements of 
the brain’s responses by a deli- 
cate instrument found usually 


in only the largest hospitals. 
There remains one more op­ 
eration. After her recovery is 
complete enough, surgeons will 
replace the lost skull bone with 
a plastic plate. 
And one day Maria will 
dance again. 
The story has a happy end­ 
ing, too, for Mrs. Tomasini. Her 
skull also 
was 
fractured, as 
were her nose and bones in her 
right hand. But last Tuesday 
fehe was released 
from Ross 
General 
Hospital 
to 
return 
home and complete her recov­ 
ery.

LOS ANGELES (UPD—Thirty 
Korean-American children had 
a big reunion yesterday with 
their benefactor, Harry Holt, 
who arranged to bring them to 
this country for adoption. 
Holt, of Creswell, Ore., was 
welcomed at the reunion at the 
Free Methodist Church by the 
children and their new parents. 
Holt hugged each child. 
To date Holt has brought 
more than 1,200 Korean chil­ 
dren whose fathers were Amer­ 
ican GIs to this country for 
adoption. He has six children 
of his own and has adopted 
eight Korean-Americans. 
Holt, who became interested 
in the children after seeing a 
film describing their plight, ar­ 
ranges for them to be brought 
to the United States on a char­ 
tered plane every other month.

Payroll Processing Delay By 


County Irks College Board 


Electronic payroll processing 
done through the office of the 
Marin County superintendent 
of schools was criticized last 
night by the payroll clerk for 
College of Marin. 
The 
college 
board 
subse­ 
quently agreed it may ask Asst. 
County Supt. Leland J. Harris 
to appear at the next regular 
meeting to explain delays in 
preparation of the college pay­ 
roll. 
The board several months 
ago approved an agreement al­ 
lowing p r o c e s s i n g of the 
school’s payroll by the county 
with its International Business 
Machines equipment, a l o n g 
with those of virtually every 
other school district in Marin. 
Mrs. Juanita Willis, payroll 
clerk and veterans’ adviser at 
the college, said the 85 checks 
of the supplemental payroll 
have arrived late since county 
preparation of the payroll start­ 
ed in January. 
She told board members the 
payroll formerly had been sent 
to the superintendent’s office 
on the sixth of each month and 
was returned on the 10th. She 
said arrangements were made 
this month for sending the pay­ 
roll in on the fifth so it could 
be returned by last Tuesday. 
“We still haven’t gotten it 
and I hope it gets here tomor­ 
row,” Mrs. Willis said. 
“I’m kind of cross at them 
up there,” she said. 
Mrs. Willis said she had been 
told by Assistant Superintend­ 
ent Harris that, with the new 


setup, it would be unnecessary 
for the college to fill out forms 
for retirem ent and hospital de­ 
ductions. But she still has to 
fill them out, she declared. 


“I think the IBM payroll sys­ 
tem will work out but I like 
people to be forthright.” 
Mrs. 
Ada 
M. 
Fusselman, 
board chairman and long-time 
skeptic of county IBM process­ 
ing, said she expected “IBM 
will be out within two years.” 
Trustee 
William 
Hamilton 
said he could see no reason 
why Harris should not be call­ 
ed before the board. Trustee 
Rupert E. Kempf said he vot­ 
ed for the new type processing 
because it was to mean less 
work, and yet it has caused 
more work for Mrs. Willis. 


Final decision was to allow 
the m atter to rest until a board 
conference next Thursday night 
on academic s t a n d a r d s , at 
which time it might be sug­ 
gested Harris be asked to ap­ 
pear at the March 12 meeting. 


Kempf said he was alarmed 
at a situation in which Mrs. 
Willis was the only person who 
knew how to do payroll proc­ 
essing according to the new re­ 
quirements. He suggested that 
someone 
“understudy” 
Mrs. 
Willis.
